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COMPANY LAW AMENDMENT.’ 


In our previous articles on this subject we 
have dealt with the proposals of the committee 
to meet the following points:— (a) The 
growing practice of issuing companies without 
prospectus; (6) the registration outside the 
United Kingdom of companies carrying on 
business in England, and appealing to English 
investors; (c) the extension of the provisions 
of the Companies Act of 1900 in regard to the 
registration of mortgages and charges, so as to 
include all mortgages and charges, as well 
those created before as after Ist January, 1905, 
We have now to deal with:— (d) The amend- 
ment of Table A in the first schedule of the 
Act of 1862, We should explain that in 
the Act of 1862 it was thought advisable to 
include a specimen set of articles which em- 
bodied all that was at that fime considered 
necessary or desirable for the regulation of the 
details for the internal management of limited 
companies as such, and that (unless excluded by 
by special articles) these articles appended to the 
Act should apply to all companies registered 
under the Act. At first this statutory form was 
generally adopted with some special articles 
added, but gradually it has become obsolete, 
partly in consequence of its being inconiplete, - 
and partly because it is inappropriate and does 
not meet the excellent regulations of the 
London Stock Exchange. | 

The Committee now report “that. the time 
has come for amending Table A so as to bring 
it up to date, and as far as practicable render 
it available for use without being supple- 
mented by voluminous supplemental regula- 
tions.” Following up this proposal in 4 
prompt and business-like manner the Com- 
mittee recommended the Board of Trade to at 
once make use of their powers under the Act 
of 1862 to issue a new form to be substituted 
for Table A. To their credit be it said, the 
Board of Trade lost no time in submitting to 
the Committee @ proposed new form, which 
with certain modifications the Committee 
considered could with advantage be adopted. 
This new Table A has now been officially 
published in the ‘London Guzette” of the 31st 
of July, and all companies registered from 
the 30th September next will be within its pro- 
visions. The new form has been drafted by Mr. 
Parker and Mr. Clauson upon the business-like 
lines adopted by theCommittee, i.e., in a manner 
to meet the practical wants of the business 
community. It is not retrospective, but com- 
panies who adopted the original Table A 
would do well to substitute the new table, 
which they can do by means of a special 
resolution, It is impossible in the compass of 
this article to even name the many alterations 
found in the substituted table, but those of 
importance are (a) Clause 3, which gives power 
to issue preferred, deferred shares, or shares 
with special rights and restrictions; (6) Clause 
4, which gives powers by three-fourths 
majority in writing, or with  sanctidn 
of an extraordinary resolution to be 
at a separate general meeting of holders 
(not less than one-third present) of the 
shares of the class, to vary the rights attached 
to any class of shares; (c) these clauses (9 to 
11) which give the company a lien on their 
shares, and the clauses referring to the altera- 
tion of capital and “share warrants.” 

There is no question as to the utility of 
these changes, which tend to widen the discre- 
tion of directors, and to prevent legal obstruc- 
tions hitherto severely felt. For instance 
many companies are in an impasse as. regards 
Founders’ and other special shares which they 
are not able to deal with to the interest of the 
shareholders in general. Others are: suffering 
from not being able to issue shares with setae 
or limited rights. Again, the lien on 
will enable companies to deal tien and 
effectually with those who are behindhand ‘in 
paying calls, and meets a widely-felt want, It 
is to be hoped that a large number of com- 
panies will pass the necessary resolutions to 
enable them to adopt this revised Table A., 
as uniformity is most desirable so that the 
decisions of the courts should be a guide to 
all. We commend these changes to all directors 
of Limited Companies, who should lose no time 
in dealing with so important a matter, If the 
change is made now in vara with many 
others, so to speak, under t ices. of 
Board of Trade much difficulty may be saved 
in the future,

THE BERNAY TRAGEDY. 


PRINCE'S LAST MOMENTS, 


Telegraphing from ‘hiberville on Monday 
week, the correspondent of the ‘New York 
Herald” says :—T'he operation of trepannirg 
on Prince Mohamed Ibrahim was carried ont 
at the hospital of Bernay in the night of 
Satarday to Sonday. 

For some hoors after the operation there 
was & slight improvement in his conditior, bat 
this did not last, and at half-past four in the 
afternoon of Sundsy he enccumbed, without 
having recovered consciousness. All the family 
is at Bernay and will remain there until the 
body is removed to Paris. From Paris the 
remains will be conveyed to Cairo for burial. 

It has been stated that tha collision of the 
automobile of Prince Mohamed Ibrahim was 
with a tramcar, not with a train. This is not go. 
At the same time it should be stated that the 
place where the accident happened is nota le- 
vel crossing in the strict sense of the word. 
The railway from Corneilles to Bernay rons 
alongside the public road and is crossed by the 
Paris-Tronville road near Thiberville. 

On the latter road the Touring Club has put 
up a notice board 200 métres from the point 
where the two roads cross. But this is difficult 
to see, as there isa row of trees on either side 
of the road. This passage, therefore, constitutes 
a danger. 

Dr. Etable had a narrow escape in April last 
at this point, his carriage being almost rap 
into by an automobile travelling in the same 
direction es that of Prince Mohamed Ibrahim. 
The danger was so acnte that the automobile, 
in avoiding the doctor’s carriage, c-ashed into 
a tree. 

Commenting on the accident, the ‘“Herald” 
says:—- With regard to the particular spot 
where the Prince lost his life, there is unanimous 
feeling that it is an exceedingly dangerous 
one, probably the most dangerous on the Paris 
Trouville road. M. Charley, who is in ths habit 
of msking the ran to Trouville and back many 
times daring the season, says he considers the 
warning signs totally inadequate. It is not 
until the driver is right on the level crossing 
that he obeerves the sign warning him ct the 
situation. ‘ 

At this point, or rather many yards before it 
is reached, M. Charley contends that a huge 
notice shoald be displayed similar to road 
signs fonnd in America, which no driver 
cou'd fail to observe and act upon. Several 
times at this point, he declares, he has been ' 
within a few inches of losirg his life. The train 
shoots across the road without any more warn- 
ing than‘a bell, which isinandible to those 
travelling .juickly in the neighbourhood. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


At Monday’s sitting the Legislative Council, 
onder the presidency of Abdul Hamid Pasha | 
Sadek, approved the following projected de- 
crees: I. to qaalify sols as police officers in | 
courts of law ; Il. to redace the penalty of 
vagrancy to six months’ imprisonment ; III. to | 
enforce Laws 3 and 13 relating to neglect in 
notifying the appearance of cotton worm. 

The Council meets next on October 1. 


THE NEW CHEFS DE PARQUET. 


It is understood that the appointment of 
Morice Bey and Mr. Kershaw as chefs de 
parqyet, as pera Khedivial edict issued by 
the Regent, is only with the object of empowsr- 
ing both offisials to open inquiries and call for 
trials in criminal cases, and not in order to 
occupy the position of chef de parquet in 
Court. 

Mr. Kershaw has been at Shibin-el-Kom 
making farther enquiries into the Sirsina 
incident. Two days ago he came down to 
Alexandria to take the oath requisite for his 
new position. Ths new chef de parqret is 
returning to Shibir, where he will continve 
his investigations into the Sirsins incident. 


CAPITULATIONS IN THE CONGO. 


While Lord Cromer is seeking to abolish 
the capitalations in Egypt, the Congo Reform 
Association has addressed an appeal to Sir 
Edward Grey, signed by forty British mis- 
sionaries now resident ia England, urgirg the 
assumption of consular jurisdiction in the 
Congo Free State, in order to protect British 
sabjecte, on the ground that from their ex- 
periences on the spot of the Congo jndiciary, 
they realise that in proceedings against a 
British subject it is almcst impossible to obtain 
independent witnesser, owing to the intimi- 
dation of the State. Even if the judiciary on 
the Congo were removed from the control of 
the executive, freedom would be but nominal, 
because, although jud:c’al decisions might pca- 
sibly be free from execative control, the 
facilities for arriving at those decisions must 
remain in the hands of the execative. They 
ask that an early opportunity may be found to 
place their appeal before the Government.

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NILE STEAMER SERVICE. 


LAUNCH OF NEW STERN-WHEELER. 


Yesterday afternoon, a representative of the 
“Gezette”’ assisted at the launching of the 
first of two new stern-wheel stesmers which 
the Hamburg and Anglo-American Nile Co. 
are building for passenger traffic on the Nile. 

The vessels of this company have been 
well known for many years to those who 
have made the delightfal journey to Assonan 
and Wady Halfa by river as being partica- 
larly comfortable and well-found in all respects, 
bat the company appears to have no wish to 
rest on the laurels which it has earned, being 
moved by a laudable, if somewhat ambitions, 
desire to eclipse in the present two stesmere 
any other boats which they have on the Nile. 

These two boats are, therefore, being fitted 
ap in a most luxurious style, regardless of 
expense. The dining saloons, ladies’ saloonr, 
and smoking rooms are to have Louis XVI. 
electric fittings, moulded ceilings, and furniture 
both artistic and comfortable. The cabins, which 


are exceptionally spacious and airy, will be} 


fitted with brass bunks of the latest pattern, 
and, what will rejoice the hearts of lady 
passevgers—ample accommodation for bang- 
ing dresses and the like. A very liberal 
proportion of these cabins are single, for the 
benefit of those who desire seclusion. 

The vessel, which was lannched yesterday 
and christened the Nubia with due ceremony 
by Mrs. E. C. Porter, the popular wife of 
the manager of the Nile Engine Works 
attached to the company, is the smaller of 
the two new boate. Shg has accommodation 
for some forty-two passergers and is destined 
for the service between Assouan and Wady 
Halfa, where she will run in connection with 
the company’s boats from Cairo. She has 
an over-all length of 130 feet and is fitted 
with very powerful compound surface con- 
densing engines. ‘The tore part of the main 
deck is devoted to the boilers, which are of 
the locomotive type, and the kitchens, cold 
rooms, and offices. The eéngine-room is in 
the stern, and amidships will be the loxurious 
dining-room. The middle deck carries the 
smoking room and some of the cabins, whilg 
ample space is provided for promenade. On 
the upper deck are more state rooms and the 
ladies’ saloon. Oo this deck there is also a 
magnificent free space forward fitted with a 
wind screen where passengers may sit in 
comfort and admire the splendid views of the 
coontry which are unfolded as the vessel 
passes on her way. I'he sanitary arrangements 
are on the latest priociples, with spacious 
bathrooms on each deck. 

A great deal of consideration and fore- 
thought has been expended in ensuring the 
safety of the pascengers,, as well as their com- 
fort, and to this end the vessel will be supplied 
with the most modern fire appliances, with 
specially strengthened hull and water-tight 
compartments, and with an efficient system of 
filtration for drinking water. 

We can honestly compliment the company 
on having placed on the Nile a vessel which, 
comes as near to the ideal for the work she has 
to do as is porsible, and with the larger boat, 
which is to be launched very shortly, it will 
possess additions to its already splendid fleet 
worthy of the repatation for comfort and laxu- 
ry which one associates with its name and that 
of the Hamburg-Amerika Steamship Co, to 
which it is allied. 


THE OSMANIEH. 

The London ‘Tribune’ of Wednesday last 
says :—The new twin screw steamer Osmanieh, 
constructed on the Tyne to meet the demand 
for first-class Mediterranean service, has just 
retarned from her test trials in the North Sea, 
Weather conditions were unfavourable, but 
the big ehip proved excellently seaworthy, 
and excesded her guaranteed speed by hilfa 
knot. In her final ran from the ‘I'yne to 
Soathampton her average speed was sixteen 
knots, 

Sir Auckland Colvin, the chairman of her 
owners, the Khedivial Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, gave the guests on board some details 
of the progress made by the company since 
they took over the lire of steamers from 
the Khedivial Government. They had en- 
countered difficulties, bat had fought hard 
and had won, atd although they had re- 
ceived no assistance from thcir Motherland, 
they clang to her, and their fleet carried the 
British flag. 

Alexandria, Constantinople, and Athens 
will be the calling ports of the Osmanieb, 
which will maintain a week'y service, and 
will carry mai's. In addition to acoommodat- 
ing 144 first-class and 76 second-class pas 
seogera, she has an imperial suite of cabirs 
especially intended for Eastern potentates, 
and furnished in exquisite style, There are 
spacious dining, drawing, and smoking rooms, 
and also capacity for carrying 2,000 tons of 
cargo.

MUMMIES AND TUBERCULOSIS. 


A remarkable theory has been started by 
Dr. Ritaelle Sorgnac, who holds that the 
great spread of tuberculosis and consomption 
throughout Eorope and Awerica in the past 
one hundred years found its causation in the 
disinterment and shipment broadcast over the 
land of the mommies which had reposed for 
thousands of years in the tombs of the 
Pharaohs. 

That the disiuterred mammies started the 
spread of tuberculosis germs in Egypt, he says, 
cannot be doubted. There are more tubercn- 
losis germs in the almost impalpable dust 
sround a mommy cage than in many cuspidors 
of eftlavia. ° 

These germs live for thousands of years, as 
has easily been proved, and the exhumation 
of the bodies, even the well-preserved ones, 
caused an epidemic of consumption among the 
workmen and scholars who first exhumed the 
Cases, 

It is also well known that the keepers of 
the mummy cases have been subject to the 


disease. 

“The start of tuberculosis in France ina 
serious sense may be traced to the great impor- 
tation of mummies and mommy cases at the 
time of the Napoleonic invasion of Egypt, and 
this start gave the disease its first great foot- 
holdin Europe, whence it has spread all over 
the Eastern World and throughout the Western 
Hemisphere as well. 

Dead bodies may not secrete the germs, but 
the bodies preserved in the manner peculiar to 
the Ezyrtians of the time of the Pharaohs are 
undoubtedly favourite lodging places for the 
tabercalar bacilli. The baci!li from the mummies 
are undoabtedly of great age and it has been 
shown by experiments in Paris that these aged 
bacilli are infinitely more deadly than those 
obtained from thesputam of live persons who 
are infected.

EGYPT-SYRIA TELEGRAPH. 

The authorities are considering the scheme 
of doubling the telegraph line between Egypt 
and Syria in order to facilitate communications 
between the two countries. 


A SURVIVOR OF THE SIRIO. 


A Syrian survivor of the wreck of the 
Florio-Rabattino 8.8. Sirio, which sank recent- 
ly in the Atlantic, hag arrived at Alexandria, 
and has givenanaccount of thecatastrophe. The 
first and second class passengers, he said, 
were all drowned, except a gentleman and a 
lady, becanse they- were all asleep when the 
steamer capsized and sank. The Syrian pas- 
sengers on board the Syrio were 50 in namber, 
of whom 16 were drowned. The latter are 
natives of Beyrout, Damascus, Nasira, and 
Iskandaroun. 

The gentleman states that a namber of 
little children were devoured by sharks before 
any help could reach them. He speaks highly 
of the Spanish Government for its generosity and 
splendid treatment of the helpless survivors. 


LANCASHIRBE’S COTTON RIVAL. 

Manchester capitalists interested in the 
cotton trade are now sinking huge sums in the 
erection of spinning and weaving mills in Iodia. 
Bombay is rapidly becoming an important 
cotton-spinning and manofacturing centre, 
doz3ns of factories having sprang up there. 
Lancashire-trained men are going out to India 
to take ap responsible and remanerative posi- 
tions in the newly-erected mills,

REPORT FOR 1905, 


The gross earnings of the telegraphs doring 
1905 and their comparisons with those of 
1904 were respectively L.E. 101,804 and 
L.E. 83,674. These gross earnings were derived 
from message traffic: L.E. 74,068 in 1904 
and L.E. 93,596 in 1905 ; and contributions, 
such as subventions, annoal taxes, and term: 
inals, 

There has been a slight falling off in the 
nomber of Earopean telegrems, but a consider- 
able increase in the number of Arabic and 
interchanged messages. The increase in the 
total number of telegrams is 164,579, of which 
158 630 are Arabic. The receipts of the trank 
telephone lines show an inorease of L.E. 305 
over the previous year. By the employment 
of an electrical device, a third or superimposed 
circuit has been obtained on the Cairo- 
Alexandria trunk lines, and the pressure which 
was thrown on the two circuits during periods 
of Stock-Exchange activity has, thereby, been 
sensibly relieved. | 

The receipts for local me sages in 195 
have been considerably augmented by a sum 
of L.E. 11,925 due from the Ottoman Admini- 
stration, of which L.E. 6,397 should have 
figared in the receipts for 1908 and 1904. 
The remaining L.E. 5,528 may be considered 
as money earned in 1905, ard the actual 
increase in receipts for message traffic is 
therefore L.E. 13,186. The number of words 
transmitted for Renter's and Havas’ Agencies 
was 903,159. There was a slight decrease in 
the number of service telegrams, which tends 
to show that, although the traffic is increasing, 
efforts are being made, to reduce the number 
of unnecessary service messages. 

The redaction in the amount of “Subven- 
tion” is in consequence of a modification of the 
sgreement between the Government and the 
Eastern Telegraph Company, which came into 
operation on Ist August, 1905, whoreby, in 
consideration of a reduction in the Company’s 
rates between Egypt and Europe, the Govern- 
ment consented to reduce the amount of 
“Sabvention” formerly paid by the Eastern 
Telegraph Company. 

The working experses were L.&. 74,707, as 
against L.E. 59,076 in 190!. This.gives an 
increase of L.E. 15,631, a large proportion of 
which was absorbed by increases of salariee, 
and by improvirg the sitoation of the lower 
grades of the staff. Daring the year, 638 kilo- 
metres of new wire was erected, including new 
lines batween Galioub and Zagazig ; Cairo and 
Benha ; Ismailiaand Port Said ; Abou-Kebir 
and Mansoorah ; Tantah and Athmonn ; 
Boulac-Dacrour and Maghagha, and Boulac- 
Dacrour and Beni-Soaef.. 

The following lines havea!so been duplexed:— 
Cairo-Port Said ; Cairo-Zagazig ; Cairo-Tantah; 
Alexandria-Tantah; Cairo-Assiout, and Cairo- 
Aalfa.By the duplexing of the last ramed wire, 
the department has been enatled to cope with 
the increasing traffic with the Sudan. : 

Seven rew offixes have been opened at Faw, 
T'arb, Bousseily, Sayala, Danshal, Mena, Hutte 
and Kagoug,and three offices at Nagada Mit- 
e!-Absi, and Pont Limoun have been closed. 

There has been as general improvement in 
the working of the department. Ths measures 
taken durivg the yearto improve the condi- 
tions of service are already makirg their effect 
felt. 

The department bas been considerably handi- 
capped by shortness of s‘eff: At the close of 
the year, however, the Telegraph School was 
nearly fall, and it ia hope! that in the course 
of a year sufficient pupils will pass out to 
adequately strengthen the staff. 

There has been a large decrease in the num- 
ber of ‘‘argent” telegrams, which points to an 
improvement in the transmission of ordinary 
messages, 


JUDGE BATCHELLER ON 
EGYPTIAN WOMEN. 

Judge Batcheller, of the Mixed Court of 
Appeal, has contributed an instructive article 
on the legal status of Egyptian and Moslem 
women to the latest issue of the “North 
American Review.” He remarks : 

“The prevalent notion that Mohamedan 
women are very materially restricted in their 
property relations—that, in fact, they are 
little better than slaves, possessed of few 
rights which man is bound to respect—is 
quite erroneous. In general terms, ‘woman's 
rights” in respect to property and material 
possestions of pecaniary value exist in the 
largest sense among Mohamedan people, 
and have so prevailed for many centuries. In 
fact, Mohamedan women, whether single or 
married, are absolutely free in respect to 
property relations.”

THE TOUBGIEH ESHESHES.

Beneath Pompey’s Pillar a strange and 
awfal incense sscends into God’s pnre heaven. 
It is the night offering to the Altar of Haman 
Misery and Abomination, whose high-priest 
wafts it, if the votary bribe him sufficiently 
with bakshisb, to the gods of Apathy and 
Selfishness who have their thrones in the 
Pantheon of Alexandria’s Babylon. That in- 
cense has been rising into the air daring the 
ages ; its sacrifivial offering is a traditional 
ceremony ; and day by day, night by night, 
the high priest is at his wonted post, of which 
he has the perpetual caracy. 


The Silent Sphinx. 


A dusty lane skirts the Pillar grounds from 
the main streat where the Arab fruit sellers 
have their stalls to the summit of the mound 
oan which the monolith stands. Within the 
faace that divides the grounds from the road 
crouches a sphinx, grey and grim in the scant 
light from the distant street lamps. He had 
seen many strange things, that sphiox, until 
the dust of centuries coverad him; to-day, 
unveiled, he is a witness to a state of civi- 
lization of which he had no ken, for the 
place when he last surveyed it was the most 
noble quarter of the Roman city, and breath- 
ed a wholesome atmosphere. Bat the Sphinx, 
like his brothsr near Cheop’s Pyramid, has 
secrets and opinions that he keeps to himself, 
and I could get nothing out of him. Possibly 
he could have told me mach abont the past, 
bat mine wasa joarney into modern socio- 
lozy, of which he could know bat little. We 
therefore parted company: ha for reflaxions of 
ths past; I for impressions of the living 
present. 


Oll-Tin Hoveil. 


As I neared the summit, in pitchy darkness, 
I stopped for # moment to resover breath and 
plan my further movements. Close by me 
there appeired what in the uncertain gloom 
looked like a pile of discarded petroleam tins, 
A whiff of smoke, however, showed that I was 
mistaken. lt came, not from the chimney, but 
from an; opening in which a whole family were 
growded closely together, roand a miserable fire; 
the father, a disreputable looking coal-heaver 
with onwashed hands, was frying aubergines ; 
the woman was attempting to quiet a sickly 
babe, and besidas the othar children there 
were one or two men folk ; all haddled together 
in a space of the siz of a bathroom. 

The hovel was thatched with sacking, tin- 
shsets, and rotting palm-branch3s ; the die- 
carded and rasty oil-cans were filled with 
earth and kept in position by daubs of mad. 


A Child's Cry. 


Quitting this scene of desolation, I turned 
into a goat’s walk where some Manicipal 
attempt had been made to namter the houses ; 
where the tin placards failed, chalk figures 
were made instead. At various points I had to 
atep over, or walk aside of some heap of reeking 
offal where cats were fighting over some more 
cherished tit-bit; or, as cf:en happened, to 
avoid the body of some vagabond sleeper, 
sprawled ona filthy mat across the narrow 
thoroughfare ; corpse-like, he made no soand 
even though | trod apon him. 

AsI groped my way I| was arrested bya 
cry—one that went through my very being — 
the wail of a lonely child. Following the 
direction of the sound, I saw a flicker of light 
in the bowels of the earth. By its feeble aid | 
could jast distinguish the silhouette of a sheep, 
while beneath its feet lay the lone child of 
poverty, haddled together in rags upon the 
same straw as the animal, which as it moved 
about had probably trodden the wee mite, and 
caused it to cry out in pain or terror. The 
mother was at the corner engaged in a hot 
qaarrel with her husband, and her screams had 
collected the neighbours, no less. slattern'y 
than herself. A ghaflfir looked on. It was a 
woman's effair, thought ha, and so why shoald 
heinterfere? And with an oath he entered a 
qualid café and began to interest h‘mself in 
a game of gamar—or draughts. My thoughts 
all the while had retaraed to the wailing child. 
Poor miserable babe! Who knows of yonr 
sufferings daring the day when you are turned 
out into the sloppy street to be pestered by 
the flies, or daring the night, when you are 
the prey of horrors that are nameless ! 


Unhallowed and Unleavened. 


Emerging from the tense shadows of this 
track of stink, I came upon another spot of 
light : tha village oven. Vividly in the glare 
of the farnace stood a gronp of half-naked 
figares, with unwashed, anholy bodies and 
souls, ‘hey were handling tha Staff of Life 
Not the healthy white bread of oar table, but 
the evil-smelling Oriental chapatee, greasy and 
of inferior quality flour. ‘These were cact upon 
boards which had pvever known as dasting and 
which harboured the vermin of the Trop’‘cs. 
The mud wal’s reeked with foetid moisture 


| which, oozing from their blackened surface, 


evaporated as it met the heat. Unhallowed 
and unleavaned, the product of this night's 
indostry would be distributed to the ne‘gh- 
bours on the morrow. 


A Goat's Diet. 


Disgusted with what I had seen, I harried 
off, and traversing another avenne of darkness, 
tripped on what I feared to be a large 
dog. It was however a goat, and I had 
disturbed it while it stood feeding from a heap 
of excrement. ‘l'o-morrow that excrement would 
be milk for the babes ot Kom-es-Shonghafa !

HORRORS IN THE YEMBEN.. 
The grave news which was publishad in this 
column some time ago ot the grave state 
of affairs in the Yemen is more than con- 
firmed by more recent information from the 
province. The insurgent Arabs still remain 


undefeated in the field; while the Turks, 


harassed by ceaseless guerrilla, tactics, and 
wasted by disease, famine, and every species of 
hardship which combine with the most horrible 
insanitation to ravage the camps with peasti- 
lence, are redaced to a helpless condition. In 
one way or another the almost incredible com- 
patation is made that more than 50,000 Tark- 
ish troops, mostly from Earope, have perished 
daring the past 15 months, while the Syrian and 
Mesopotamian battalions are too disaffected to 
be trasted for operations in tha open against 
their brother Arabs. Reservists are being em- 
barked in large numbers at Smyrna for the 
Yemen, though they are deceived into the 
belief that their destination is Macedonia. The 
Tarks still hold the Red Sea forts, and can 
probably continue to do eo, bat the Arabs are 
masters in law. Ramours begin to circulate 
that Italy meditates an active policy which 
may create a sphere of influencs in the Yemen

GREAT BRITAIN AND TURKBRY. 

The “Morning Post” consi lers the sitastion 
in the Near East, especially in regard to the 
possibility of Great Britan initiating a policy 
which will at once condace to the restoration 
of order in the Balkans and strengthen our owa 
position with Turkay. The joarnal comes to the 
conclasion that ‘.he sitaation-is hardly favour- 
able for such clearly-defined actioa on the 
part of Great Britain. ... . It cannot be 
claimed by the most optimistis that the 
interveution of the Powers has provel a suc:

This being 
tha case and the diffisulties of + ffecting an en- 
tire political reconstraction being so great, it 
may well be worth while for Great Britain to 
consider whether it would not bein the best 
intere.ts of the coantries mat directly con- 
carned (though not conveient tu others) to 
retarn to Lord Beaconsfield’s declared policy of 
strengthening an ansiert Empire—sssential 
t> the maintenance of peace,”

THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT 


—_—_ 


BY WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN. 


The Hon. William J. Bryan, the probable De- 
mocratic nominee for tha American Pre- 
sidency, paid a visit to Ezypt last season, 
and the following are his impressions 
upon the political conditions of this 
country. 

The Government ot Egypt defies definition. 
Nominally the Khedive is the supreme antho- 
rity, aided by a native Legislative Council and 
Assemb'y (their business is to advise, however, 
rather than to legislate), bat back of the 
Khedive is Lord Cromer, the Agent ard 
Consul-General of England, whose power is 
undefined and almost unlimited. England’s 
authority in Egypt rests upon the Articles of 
Capitalation signed after the bombardment 
of Alexandria in 1882. In these articles it was 
announced that England’s occupancy would 
be of brief duration, bat in 1904 she secured 
from Fravoe, Germany, Austria-Haongary, and 
Italy .consent to postpone the fixing of a date 
for her withdrawal, she at the same time 
announcing that it was not her intention tod 
interfere with the political situation in Egypt. 

England’s reasons for remaining in Egypt 
are very clearly stated by Lord Milner in his 
book entitled “England in Egypt.” He says’: 
“On the oné hand, our commercial interests 
in Egypt are so great and growing that her 
prosperity, which woald be immediately wreck- 
ed by misgovernment, is a matter of concerh 
to as. Sesondly, and chiefly, the geographical 
position of Egypt compels attention to her 
political condition. We have nothing to gaih 
by owning ths country ourselves, but we 
should have a great deal to fear from its falling 
into the possession of another Power. 

The second reason. given by Lord Milner is 
emphasized ‘by him and is’ probably the para- 
mount one—viz, that eh3 cannot afford tb 
have the valley of the Nile held by a rival 
Power. Her interests in the Sudan and ih 
India lead her to guard the Suez Canal with 
jesloos care. Lord Milner suggests as a reasod 
why Eogland should remain in Hgypt that her 
withdrawal might be fullowed by sach an abusé 
of government as to lead to bankraptey and 
French iutervention. Tha old argament, “it 
we don’t do itsomebody else will,” is presented 
as the strongest support of British interference, 

English influence, however, has been les} 
harmfal in Bgypt than in India, and this ig 
probably dae, in the main, to two causes ; first 
her ioflaence is exerted through a native go- 
vernihent, whose authority she ackaowledges! 
and second, becanse the interests which othe 
nations have in Egypt make them oppose of 
encroachments on the part of England, whil 
in India she has a free hand. As an illustratian 
I might ‘cite the fact that she compels thi 
Indian to support the Indian army, while shé 
pays the ordinary expenses of the 3,000 British 
soldiers in Egypt, and only asks Egypt to pay 
forthe extraordinary expenses, It is no re 
flection upon England to say that she is bette 
for being watched. We believe that in regard 
to our owa public men, and it is simply a re- 
cognition of the frailty of haman nature. Lord 


Cromer has been in Egypt for 26 years, and ; 
his reports indicate a desire to advance thé | 
welfare of the people of Egypt, He has doubt: | 


less. been helpful to the Khedive. He has 
insisted apon honesty in the pablic service, 
aud has been a friend of education. ( 

While the national debt contains a large 
amount of usuri0as interest and is thereforp 
much hsaavier than it ought to be, it has been 
fanded at a lower rate of interest, and is being 
gradually paid off. The debts that are being 
incarred for the extension of irrigatien will be 
more than rejeemed by the sale of the land 
reclaimed, and the country will then have 
the benefit, not only of the reclaimed land but 
of the increased value of lands indirectly be. 
mefited. Althsagh the salt tax (contrary to 
Lord Cromer’s advice) is still over 200 per 
cent., the per capita rate of taxation has bern 
reduced ; agricaltaral and postal banks; have 
been established, aud the Government railway, 
telegraph, and telephone systems have beea 
extended. In his 1903 report Lord Cromer pre- 
sents an argoment io favozr of Government 
roads as against roads owned privately. 

‘The great danger that Egypt has to fear 
is the disinheritancs of the fellab ani the alien 
ownership of th3 land. Unlese great care is 
taken Egypt will drift into the condition of 
[reland and India and be drained of her re- 
sg arces by foreign landlords. It is very diffisult 
for a foreign representative to arbitrate iw- 
partially between bis own people at home and 
the natives among whom he temporarily reside:, 
and Lord Cromer will deserve great credit if 
he is able to protect the Egypt‘ans from ex- 
ploitation. However well mraning the English 
advisers are now or hereafter may be, Egypt's 
safety mast lie in the development of her own 
people. The legislative coancil understands 
this and insists. opon the extension of the 
achool system. It is wise in so doing, for every 
educated man or woman adds to the moral 
force that restrains and directs the government, 

An increase in the nomber of the edacated 
not only tends to the praservation of law and 
order, but furnishes a larger number fit to ba 
officials and thua les.ens the excuse for the 
emp!oyment of foreigners. ‘There has been, 
among reformers, some discussion of a consti- 
tution, but as that would cartail the powers of 
E gland, it would probably be opposed at pre- 
sent by the Moslem leaders. 
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ARE: MOSLEMS FANATICS ? 


THE PAN-ISLAMIC BOGEY, 


Sheikh Mashir Hosein Kidwai, joint secret- 
ary to the Pan-I+lamic Society has sent the 
following letter to the “Morning Post :— 

When I was leaving England about a month 
ago for a tour in Earope | noticed in the English 
Press a great fuss about Pan Islami-m, and by 
the perusal cf those papers here 1 see that 
that agitation is still continuing, and you 
have published a leading article on Pan- 
Islamism in your paper of the 6th inst. Even 
most sober papers have described ‘Muslim 
fanaticism” under the heading of Pan-Islamism, 
thus mixing up one with the other, and the 
British pablic which is already prejadiced 
against Islam, is led to onderstand that the 
whole of the Islamic world is like a ferment 
which will burst any mome xt if Great Britain 
does not use her mighty strength to sapprers 
the spirit of Pan-I[slami+m, or so-called fanati- 
cism. Responsible Ministers have broaght for- 
ward that successfally misleading excuse of 
putting down that spirit to justify acts which 
any civilised people would call barbarous, and 
which ar used indignation in the minds ofa 
few conscientious people ; and so-called author- 
ities and experts have warned other nations 
to be ready for a Muslim fanatical movement 
all over the world if they do not back and 
support the measures which Great Britain has 
adopted to suppress it. 

As a great devotee to the canse of Pan- 
Islamism and as one of the workers of that 
spirit in India and in Eogland, I| have a right, 
I think, to take exegtion to that fanatical 
aod ignorant agitation which is being carried 
on by the English Press denoancing that spirit 
and misrepresenting it for that purpose. Let 
me tell them at the ve-y beginning that Pan- 
Islamism has nothing to do with fanaticism 
nor to any secret political movement. The 
movement is a child of enlightenment and 
progre:sive age, and is carried on by educated 
people on very peacefal and moderate prin- 
ciples, and its object, as I have explained over 
and over in the meetings of the Pan-Islamic 
Society in London, is to edacate Maslims as 
well as non-Maslims on Islamic doctrines, 
litaratare, and other matters concerning Is'am. 
to present Islam before every nation, even 
before the Japanese if possible, in its true and 
simple form, and to defeud Islam from the 
calamnies piled upon it by the “charitable” 
Christendom. Undaunted frankness, instead of 
diplomstic hypocrisy, is the guiding principle 
of its workers. The headquarters of the society 
are in London—the metropolis of such a Great 
Power which has the greatest nomber of 
Massolman subjects, which is the cradle of 
independent views aud enlightened spirit, and 
which could never be selected as the head? 
quarters of the society had there been the 
least idea ot spreading Islam by fanning the 
fanatical spirit of Maslims. 

We do not deny that it is, and it shall al- 
ways remain to be, our best effort to unite the 
Maslims of different sects, opinions avd coan- 
triex,and to create in them self-respect, self- 
confidenc?, and a kaowledge of their duties 
as woll asin spirit to defend their rights and 
privileges. If this eff.rt be called fanatical I 
for one would be oaly too glad to call myself a 
tanatic, as, I think, would avy Pan-American 
if his efforts were to be called fanatical. 

The British Press also seems to be labouring 
under the idea that ‘l'urkey is secretly fanning 
fanaticism among Muslime. I boldly say that 
nothing could be farther from the trath. The 
T’arkiah Government is over-considerate, and 
woald never like to hurt the feelings of the 
European Powers. Unfortanately, it does not 
even take a lesson from the Christendom which 
is using to such an advantage the religion for 
political purposes —as a means of aggression 
in non-Christian countries aud as a means of 
coalition and common cause among Christian 
Powers. I wish every Muslim State, and every 
individual Maseulman should take a warning 
from these extremely cutting lives: 

“Despite the optimism of the promoters of 
The Hagne Conference it is hard to see, how 
such a modus vivendi can be reached unless 
the Maslim world continues to feel that respect 
for Europe which only military efficiency can 
command.” 

As tothe uvfurtunate incident iu Egypt which 
has given rise to all this anti-Muslim agitation 
in the English Press, thcse who know some 
thing cf India kvow that such affrays between 
soldiers and villagers have nothing extra. 
ordipary in them, and ‘Muslim fanaticism” has 
nothing to do with them Indians have long 
been compleining that even and impartial justice 
is overlooked when such incidents are dealt 
with. As in Egypt the excuse for extraordinary 
methods is to keep down “the Muslim fana- 
ticiszm,” so in India it slways is to keep ap 
“the Briti-h prestige.” Both t+hall have the 
pernicious effect of undermining the faith in 
the Brit’sh jstice and impartial tresatmest of 
people of different races, creeds and colour which 
vo well-wisher of Great Britain shonld like. 
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EGYPT FOR’ THE EGYPTIANS.

Mustapha Pasha Kamel has sent tha follow- 


ing letter to the “Daily Graphic” :— 

I lately read, with interest, in the "Daily 
Graphic” an article in which you compare with 
one another the two propositions, “Egypt for 
the Egyptians,” and “The Egypt of the 
Caliphs.” This question has often been treated 
in tha English Press, and mischievons or ill- 
informed persona have gone so far as to declare 
that the Egyptian patriots who are striving for 
the liberation of Egypt merely wish to exchange 
the English yoke for another. That is a calamny 
the object of which ia to deprive the Egyptians 
of the sympathy of the honest people who wish 
success to the efforts of a nation that deserves 
to be free and is striving for its independence. 

An explanation is needed. We want “Egypt 
for the Ezyptians.” No foreign yoke and no 
foreign role. Thore who believe that the Egyp- 
tians hate England because she is a Christian 
Power are greatly mistaken. he Egyptians 
only bear a grudge against the occupier who 
bas stolen their independence and erased their 
country from the list of frea nations. If any 
other Power—it matters not which—had been 
in the place of England, the feeling would 
have been the same, for the oss of freedom 
can never be borne. 

The rights conferred on Egypt by the Trea 
of London of 1840 ought to be respected by all, 
and it iss not Turkey wh>can be accused of 
having forgotten them or sought to abolish 
them. There is not a single Egyptian worth 
of the name who accepts for himself, or bie 
family, or his country the loss of antonomy 
which was accepted by Turkey and guaranteed 
by Earope. We deem ourselves quite capable 
of self-government, and will not. .admit for an: 
instant that we have need of anyone to rule 
over us or to tator us. 

Sir E. Grey said at the last sitting of the 
Honse of Commons that there are but two 
solutions to the Egyptian question : the annex- 
ation of the country to England, or the 
establishment of a native Government, whd 
woald put it into the hands of the Turks. Sir 
E. Grey purposely avoided mentioning the 
only natural and logical solation : that of giving 
back Egypt to the Egyptians, and bestow. 
ing on the country a really national Govern- 
ment. Yet that isthe solation which England 
has always promised to perform, ; 

Perhaps he meant by “Tarks” the members 
of the Khedivia! family. Bat, if he considers 
them such, why did he display such zeal in the 
Tabah affair, in pretending to defend them and 
their rights against Tarkey? A nation is not 
like a flock of sheep, the broperty of one man, 
and to be managed as _ he likes. ‘he Sovereign 
has but one part to fulfil, that of representing 
the country in which he reigns. Bat the Govern- 
ment ought to be in the hands of natives+ 
who are capable of managing it and who would 
be under the control ofthe people. And for 
that we require a constitation. England has 


jast given the Boers # constitution which 


which places them on the same footing with 
the Ecglish inhabiting South Africa; bat 
she corquered the country of the Boers in 
a long and horrible war. 

Egypt has not been conqaered. England 
annulled the constitution of Egypt, but pro- 
mised to restore it on a firmer basis. That 
was twenty-four years ago, and Eogland still 
occupies Egypt, and we atill ask her to re- 
deem the promise she made to ag. The want 
of a constitution in Egypt becomes more 
and more terrible and injurious to the wel- 
fare of the country, for the power. that Lord 
Cromer wields is that of an absolate ruler, 
That Liberal England should leave in the 
bands of her representative at Cairo an ab- 
solute authority eqnal to’that of the Tsar, 
is one of the most astonishing spectacles 
ofthe age. 


Sir E. Grey told the House of Commons 
that Lord Cromer’s guiding principle was 
not to interfere with tbe internal affairs of 
the Egyptian Government, and that the Sta 
machinery of the country is 80 complicated 
that his responsibilities cannot be g°uged. 

We may be permitted to reply to Sir E. 
Grey that a peraeal of Lord Cromer’s anoual 
report proves that he is all powerfol and 
holds unlimited sway over Egypt. He de 
fenis himself against those who protest against 
his absolute power by saying that he is 
controlled by the British Parliament and 
public opinion in England, as well as by the 
Egyptian Press. Lord Cromer is “the Egyp- 
tian Government” in his own person. Snch 
Ministers as we have only accept their posi- 
tions to enable Sir E. Grey to say, when 
Parliamcnt interests itself in the affairs of 
Ezypt, that the Bey pian Government atill 
ex'sts. It isthe absolute power of Lord Cromer 
which has crested the Extraordinary Coart, 
the work of which at Denishwai is now a 
matter of history. It is his power which has 
caused the European living in Egypt to hold 
more steadfastly than ever to the “Capitula- 
tions,” pot wihing to ke treated like the 
fellahs at Denishwai. It is his power which 
wounds and rofiles all Egypt. 

lL know that Lord Cromer is one of those 
who believe that there ar® superior and inferier 
races, and will not admit that Egypt can be 
governed like a European country. Bot let his 
lordship allow me toremind him that E ‘has 
two high civilisations—that of the P araohs 
and that of Islam—and that, more thai a 
century ago, she welcomed Karopean calture. 
If there are noble racesand otherz not s9 noble, 
I do not think he can deny our claim to belong 
to the former, for the Egyptian race has 
outlived many misfortanes and invasions, and 
has been one of the greatest races in the 
world. Moreover, if the East onght to be 
governed hy Orientale, and not by Occidentals, 
let the Europeans remain at home and leave 
Egypt to the Orientals. 

No c’vilisation can rale, and endure, unles: 
thera is eqaal justice for all men. ‘I'o have 
striven against pial and injastice is the 
chief glory of our age. The continual woukaity 
of the feelings.of the Egyptien nation can le 
to no good resnlte, History has shown what are 
the deadly froits of tyranny. ‘There may be a 
difference of opipion on great political qaes- 
tions, but no one will dispate the right which 
every nation has to jvs‘ice. It is the daty of 
every nation which calls itself “civilised and 
civilising’” to spread the benefits of that justice 
wherever it has the power to do so,

LORD CROMER’S POSITION. 


Last Friday we published a remarkable 
tirade which was made egainst the Earl of 
Cromer by “Al Minbar,” which ‘continues its 
attack, though, it appears, our contemporary 
prefers to rely upon inventions rather than 
facte, as is shown by the following article :— 

We have said that Lord Cromer, or the 
Tsar of Kasrel Donbara, having gained the 
confidence ofhis countrymen, could not have 
thooght that. there would be such a change 
in three months that people should be: now 
asking who will be his successor. This change, 
however, is not eo sadden as it ‘appears to 
be. It is said that Lord Cromer was about 
to leave his post before the fall of the late 
Conservative Ministry. Mr. Balfour hinted to 
him that it was time that he shoald resign 
on account of his health. Lord Cromer asked 
that he should be allowed to remain until 
the opening of the Red Sea railway, which 
is & monument to his work of‘ extending 
British inflaenee along the shores ‘of the Red 
Sea. Lord Cromer’s request was granted. We 
obtained this news from s reliable source. 

There are different opinions as to the causes 
which made Mr. Balfoor bint to Lord Cromer 
to resign. Some say that Mr. Balfour thought 
it was time to inaugurate a new policy in 
Egypt, a policy to which Lord Cromer would 
not agree. Others said it was Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s doing, that he wanted all British 
officials in the colonies to be protectionists 
like himself. Others said that it was the 
King who desired Lord Cromer’s removal 
in order to please the Khedive, with whom 
he cannot agree. 

Whatever may have been the reason, the 
Conservative Ministry fell before the opening 
of the Red Sea railway ; Lord Cromer became 
secare in his post for although the new 
Ministry was Liberal and natarally wished 
for some one of their own party to come to 
Egypt, they did not dare to send anyone 
go soon after coming into power. When 
Lord Cromer said at Port Sadan, “I will 
remain in the Valley of the Nile so long as 
my health permits” and “When ove English- 
man goes another comes in his place,” he 
knew that he was to have left, but circom- 
stances had changed and he felt secure. 

Bat in the instance of the Denishwai affair 
we find that the Foreign Secretary upholds 
Lord Cromer’s policy, while the ‘“Tribane” 
(published and founded by the Liberal party) 
condemns it. This paper said that Lord 
Cromer had erred in the Denishwai aftair 
and in making the charge of fanaticiem. It 
said also that if there is no fanaticism in 


Egypt, this charge will cause it; if it exists 


the charge will aggravate it. All the Liberal 
papers are against Lord Cromer, but the Con- 
servative organs uphold him. The Liberal 
Government has found itself obliged ‘to:sup- 
port Lord Cromer and not defy the wishes 
of the native. Bat he who reads Sir E. Grey’s 
reply to Mr. Robertson finds in it a new 
spirit. It declares that the word fanaticism 
is objectionable, and that. the Administration 
is ina chaotic state.

EGYPT AND GERMANY. 


‘Apropos of the telegram from our London 
Correspondent yesterday in regard to Ger- 
mapy’s attitude towards Lord Cromer’s re- 
forms, the following remarks by the “Globe” 
are apposite :— 

At this moment no one who pays any at- 
tention to international affairs can fail to 
speculate upon the corseqaences of the 
Turkish Throne becoming vacant during the 
near fotare. ‘hat event might give rise to 
a revival of vertain shadowy claims in con- 
nection with Egypt, which woald affect us 
Very nearly, and we may be sure that the King 
will take care to make England’s attitude 
upon this subject perfectly plain. It has been 
suggested that Germany desires to magnify her 
own inconsiderable interests in the Nile V.l'ey 
in order to make their sorrender a ‘quid pro 
quo” for concessions in the Perian Galf. No 
Kaglish Government could enter into any such 
bargain, and the goo’ feeling which has of late 
began to show itself between E gland and 
Germany would be seriously imperilled if any 
attempt were made to force it upon us. The 
inducement held out to us of “regularising” 
onr position in Egypt is no indocement at all. 
We are satisfied that our acticn in the couvtry 
has beea of the greatest possible benefit to 
all concerned, and we do not admit that it 
atands in any need of j1atification. Germany 
suffers no wrong, bat very much the reverse, 
by onr presence there, and rhe has no historical 
associations with the country which could 
give her the right to approve or disapprove of 
oar rale, German diplomacy is, of course, 
fally entitled to press every ‘legitimate poiut 
which can be ased for the advantage: of Ger- 
many, but the Kaiser would show less than 
his usual wisd»m were he to countenance a 
reproduction in Egypt of the mar ceavre ro 
successfally carried ont in Morocco. We 
occapy Egypt partly for the good of the 
Egyptians and the preservation of peace, and 
partly because it is the high road to our 
Eastern dominions, We were forced into the 
occupation against our will ; bat having eet 
our hand tothe plouh, we thall ageure ily 
nut look back. Our rule there must be 
accepted as one of the perma: eit factors of 
the international sitnation, and King Edward 
will increase the many ob'igations which the 
world slready owes himif he succeeds in con- 
vincing the Kaiser that we shall nsither permit 
it to be questioned nor allow it to be made the

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EXTRACTS FROM THE HOME PAPERS. 


King and Kalser. 

Our anderstanding with France is not, as 
Sir Edward Grey lately declared, directed 
against avy other country, bat other Powers 
will do well to realiza and to take to heart his 
farther statement that “it mast be recognized 
that that anderstanting must not be impair- 
ed by any other development of our foreign 
policy.” ‘The more clearly,” he went on to 
say, “that both these things are borne in 
mind, the more clearly it will appear that for 
neither coantry is that good anderstanding 
a barrier or hindrance to good and cordial 
relations with other Powers.’ ‘The French 
do bear both these facts in mind; if the 
Germans will only do so with the like sincerity, 
there is no sort of reason why oar relations 
with her, which have improved so mach, 
should not improve yet more. Of course, it 
must be understood that, however excellent 
they might become, they coald not long end1re 
were they to be atilized in the methods 
advocated by the “Deatsehe Revae’ and the 
newspapers, which are now striving to renew 
in regard to Egypt a campaign with a strong 
family resemblance to that which they pro- 
secated onder distinguished patronage in 
Morocco, until they brought Europe close to 
a catastrophe. The Morocco campaign did not 
lead to results on which Germany has had 
much cause to congratulate herself in the long 
rop. We can assure these organs that the 
Ezyptian camraign will not be one whit more 
‘ guccessfol. We do not desire to attach too 
much weight to tha articles in qrestioa, bat 
the history of the Morocco crisis warns us that 
it might be unwise to ignore them altogether. 
(“Times”). 

The Need for Co-operation 


There is, for instance, an admirable example 
of the need for good working terms between 
England and Germany supplied by a telegram 
from Constantinople which we publish to-day. 
It ig announced from the Porte that Sir Edward 
Grey has refused to accede to the Tarkish 
request for an increase in the Turkish Customs 
trom eight to eleven per cent. That refosal has 
been clearly foreshadowed by the British 
Foreign Secretary's speeches and replies to 
questions in the Honse of Commons. He does 
not se3 his way to agree to the imposition of 
fii additional handicap upon British merchants 
and traders, unless valid reasons are forthcom. 
ing showing the increase to be imperatively 
necessary. The practical inflaence which Great 
Britain can bring to bear upon the Porte in 
these days is eo small that to throw away so 
important an advantage would’ be folly. 
‘Fter chief political interest with Turkey at 
the present moment is to secare some sensible 
improvement in the lot of the Christian popa- 
lations of Macedonia, on whose behalf she, in 
common with the other Great Powers, has 
repeatedly intervened. Sir Edward Grey does 
pot refase point-bla: k to agree to the increase 
of the Tarkish Customs; he demands, it 
is urderstood, guarantees that at least part 
of the extra revenue hall be employed in 
financ'ng the Mace lonian reforms, which Aus- 
tria and Raoasia have pressed on the Saltan as 
the mandatories of Enr-pe. (‘Daily Tele- 
graph.”) 

A Timely interview. 


The visit of the King to Cronberg has been 
an unqualified saccees. We find it very hard 
to believe that it will prove —as some assert— 
a prelude to German interference in Egypt, 
nor do we imagine that Sir Edward Grey will 
make any mistakes if he be asked—as is also 
hinted -to revive the Bagdad railway project. 
This ia not a time when it woull be wise for 
Great Britsin to increase her commitments 
in the Middle East, except upon the most 
prudent terms. There is, however, as we have 
pointed out, every re.son for the European 
Powers maintaining the friendliest possible 
relations with one another. The health of the 
Saltan and the age of the Austrian Emperor 
would be reasons enough, even if they stood 
alove. But behind these consideratious lies

ing, despite the optimistic view to wh'ch our 
correspondent at St. Peter-barg is always 
careful to do full jastice. The actions of the

South American Progress. 

Fifty years ago it would have passed almost 
annoticed as a domestic episode ina remote

the Spani-h Am-ricans had their own remedy 
of temperament and castom. They took life 
easily : they lived amid a turmoil of revolation 
and change. An earthqask3 was an episode like 
another, which altered little whare nothing 
was stable and assured. ‘I'heir habits of thonght 
and emotion had been designed like some 
nataral aptitade acqvrired in the stroggle for 
existence to discount and parry the effects of 
calamities which would shake a northern 
society to its foundations. To-dey all this has 
changed. Revolutions are a thing of the past. 
Commerce has been built op on an interna- 
tional basis. The very population itself has 
csased t> be purely Spanish through the great 
influx of English, North Amarican, and German 
immigrants. Sach a catastrophe as this meana, 
one fears, a far graver disaster than it woald 
have done when Chile was still a primitive 
society. (‘"l'ribune.’’). 


England and Servia. 

We think that the Foreign (Office has been 
wise in reopening diplomatic relations with 
Servia. The horrible conspiracy which destroy- 
ed the Obrenovich dynasty ought not to 
blind us to the fact that Servia is a nation, 
and as a nation entitled to our consideration. 
The regicides were contemptible and cowardly 
scoundrelr, actuated by the meanest of motiver. 
Bat Servia herself isa bigger entity than a 
regicidal gang of roffians, and we must never 
forget how gallant was her stroggle against 
the Turk for liberty and independerce. The 
Servians are not popular asa race. They lack 
the virile qualities which are attributed to 
Bulgarians and Monteneg:ins. Bat even the 
Servians belong to the small peoples towards 
whom it is a tradition that Great Britain 
should entertain warm feelings, and it is to 
be hoped thet no further calamity may arise 
to estrange the public opizion of Europe. 
What the Balkans now imperatively require 
is a trace to inter-racial fends. In view of 
external menaces, Bulgar and Greek and Serb 
will do well to moderate their conflicting am- 
bitions—lest wore bafal. (‘ Daily News.”’) 


France and the Catholics. 

It is certain that mere motives of policy 
will restrain the Government from administer- 
iog the lawin any way l)kely to stir up religious 
parsions. hey do not waat to have a revival of 
those ancomfortable incidents which marked 
the taking of the insentories. Hence M. Briand 
dismisses any idea of closing the churches by 
force, and declares that the Government can 
achieve its end just as well by a painless and 
automatic process of seqnestration. But that 
the Government, however discreet in their me- 
thods, will adhere firmly to the law, seems to 
be made sure by the temper of the Chamber. It 
is significant that even the Moderate Republi- 
can orgar, the ‘Republique Francaise” has 
addressed a warning tothe Catholics in this 
respect. Among the Anti Clericals the Encycli- 
cal has prow ked, indeed, talk ofa revision of 
the law, but only iu the direction of recalling 
concessious and making it more striogent for 
the Charch. (‘‘l'imes”’). 


Aliens, 

It is the best and not the worst of Russians 
that persecotion drives to our shorer, and an 
enlightened statesmanship would welcome 
them as elements which may raise bat cannot 
degrade our moral level. It is the wish of us all 
that the futare relations of England witha 
liberated Rassia shall be cordial and intimate. 
On the treatment which we accord to these 
exiles it depends whether they will go back to 
warn their compatriots that the old English 
spirit of hospitality and sympathy with liberty 
is dead, or to serve as willing missionaries ip 
the cause of a peaceful and friendly under- 
standing. (‘“T'ribune”). 

The Loss of the Montagu. 

We have, fortunately, a Board of Admiralty 
which bas never shirked its duty either to the 
Empire or to tte Navy. For the rest, the clore 
of this urfortanate story will illustrate to the 
public the stern senee of justice which avimates 


the rea service. It is no small test of impar- 


tiality and professional honour for a naval 
court to pass soch sentences on two brother 
officers of high attainments according to 
their respective ranks, and we are sure 
that in the light of their past records the 
public will feel that, while nothing less than 
the punishments awarded would have met the 
cave, both officers, and Captain Adair in par- 
ticalar, merit the sympathy which is always

London, Augost 21. 

Lieutenant C. MacG. Danbar, 20th Hassars, 
who has been appointed aide de camp to Major 
General G. M_ Ballock, C.B., commanding 
the British trooops in Egypt, has been placed 
on doty with the Egyptian draft of the 6th 
Inniskilling Dragoons, and will embark for 
Alexandria aboot the 29th September. 


It is notified that recruits raised for the 
Queen’s Bays and the [nniskilling Dragoons 
are to be sent to the Reserve Squadron of 
the Inniskillings at Ballincollig. 


Lieutenant E. EK. B. Mackintosh, Royal Ea- 
gineers, Gravesend, has been selected for ser- 
vice with the Egyptian Army, and will leave 
for Csiro at an early date. Mr. Mackintosh 
joined the Royal Engineers in Jane, 1899. 


In military circles, the removal of the troops 
recently sent to Egypt daring the Tabab crisis 
is greatly condemned. It is pointed out that at 
least 9,000 troops, if not 10,000, are required 
in the present state of affairs, and there is not 
the slightest doubt that the late Government 
would have sent that nomber ont if so advised. 


—_— -— 


The putting of the wild ontamed Bedouin 
into the trammels of discipline will be an inte- 
resting experiment. If successfal, two or three 
regiments of these ancient warriors will be a 
fine asset in the army of the Khedive. The 
addition of three Sudanese battalions is favour- 
ably commented on by ex-Egyptian officers. 
There are no two opinions about “Fozzy 
Wazzy” being a “fast class fightin’ man.” If 
the Bedouin Arab battalions prove a success 
another old-world belief will be knocked on the 
head. 


In these days of Army Reform, it is inte- 
resting to note that the authorities have at 
last extended permission for the wearing of 
plain clothes to sergeante, for purposes of 
recreation and amasement. They will now be 
allowed to keep them in their barrack rooms. 
N.C.O.’s and men of good character proceeding 
on farlongh will also be allowed them when 
actually away from their regiments. 


In the interests of recruitivg, this new order 
is much to be applanded. Over and over again 
I have heard the very best of N.C.0.’s say that 
they don’t care to go to theatres or masic-halls 


as frequently as they woald like to, for one} . 


reason only—they don’t care to be conspicnona 
in thoir red tanics. They don’t want to do 
anything wrong—-that is not the cause of the 
objection. They simply prefer to remain away 
unless they can go as private individuals. | 
can quite understand their feelings. If we had 
conscription and halt the audience were in 
uniform like abroad, N.C.O.’s would then have 
no objection to appearing at all times en 
g ande tenue. As we have not, the least we 
can do is to allow them the same facilities for 
‘recreation as the commissioned ranks have 
long enjoyed. 


Whilst Mr, Haldane is mooning about over 
bis new alleged scheme of army reform, and 
the abolition of 20,000 men for the purpose of 
making it more effective, he finds it necessary 
to offer substantial bounties to the men of the 
doomed battalions to extend their service to 
battalions in India. The eligible men of the 4th 
Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment, Car- 
ragh, are being offered a bounty of £10 to 
extend their service to seven years with the 
lst Battalion Northamptonshire Regiment at 
Jallandar, Punjab; and the same boanty to 
350 men of the 2nd and 4th Battalions Lanca- 
shire Fasiliers to extend their service to seven 
years with the Ist Battalion South Lancashire 
Regiment, Jabbalpore, and the ist Battalion 
King’s Liverpool Regiment, Nasirabad. A 
smaller bounty of two guineas is being offered 
to the men of the 4th Battalion Northomber- 
land Fasiliers for extension to the 2nd Batta- 
lioa Border Regiment, Potchefstroom, T'rans- 
vaal, 


It appears that the Admiralty has given 
permission to Captain Young, of the Liverpool 
Salvage Association, to attempt to salve the 
foar big guns of the wrecked battleship 
Montagu. These hoge guns have a diameter 
of 12 inches and weizh over 45 tons each. 
Owing to the pecaliar way in which they 
are in the heavi'y armoured barbettes and 
the want of appliances no attempt wes made 
to salve them dariog the recent Admiralty 
operations. Roughly spesking, the four guns 
are worth about £100,000. 


he commission of the battleship Formidable 
expires on the Mediterranean Station on the 
ist October. She will be again re-commis- 
sioned by her present skipper, Captain E. A.
